(Lepidoptera: Tineidae) 
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Abstract 


The examination of the tineid moths in the Microlepidoptera collection of the Iranian Research Institute of Plant 
Protection, Tehran (IRIPP) shows 27 species of Iran, of which seven are recorded from the country for the first time: 
Morophaga cremnarcha (Meyrick, 1932); M. hyrcanella Zagulajev, 1966; Nemapogon meridionella Zagulajev, 1962; 
Infurcitinea frustigerella (Walsingham, 1907); Edosa lardatella (Lederer, 1858); E. fuscoviolacella (Ragonot, 1895); 
Elatobia fuliginosella (Lienig & Zeller, 1846). Hitherto 71 species are known from Iran, they are listed in a checklist. 
Color pictures show the seven new Iranian tineids.

Los Tineidae en la colección de Lepidoptera del Iranian Research Institute of Plant Protection (IRIPP) 
(Lepidoptera: Tineidae) 


Resumen 


El examen de los tinéidos de la colección de Microlepidópteros del Iranian Research Institute of Plant Protection, 
Tehran (IRIPP) muestra 27 especies de Irán, de las cuales siete son citadas por primera vez para el país: Morophaga 
cremnarcha (Meyrick, 1932); M. hyrcanella Zagulajev, 1966; Nemapogon meridionella Zagulajev, 1962; Infurcitinea 
frustigerella (Walsingham, 1907); Edosa lardatella (Lederer, 1858); E. fuscoviolacella (Ragonot, 1895); Elatobia 
fuliginosella (Lienig & Zeller, 1846). Hasta ahora se conocen 71 especies de Irán, que quedan recogidas en una lista. Se 
muestran en color los siete nuevos tinéidos iranfes.

Introduction 


The Microlepidoptera collection of the Iranian Research Institute of Plant Protection, Hayk Mirzayans 
Insect Museum (HMIM), Tehran contains, besides other families, also a number of tineid moths, most of 
them undetermined up to now. A large part of this material was sent to the first author for determination. The 
examination shows 27 species from Iran, of which seven are recorded from the country for the first time. 

Following are listed all species, which were found in the collection of the IRIPP. At the end is given a 
checklist of the Tineidae, hitherto known from Iran. As a lot of species can be determined only by 
dissection, in this list were included the species which were studied in the last more than 50 years, mainly 
by Dr. Günther Petersen and by the first author. The results were published in some papers (PETERSEN, 
1960; 1964; 1966; 1971; PETERSEN & GAEDIKE, 1984); some additional species are known only from 
literature references, they are indicated with “?”. 

Tineids has been collected in Iran for a long time. In the 19th century Christoph collected Lepidoptera 
in the northern part of Iran (mainly in the Elburs Mts and in Astrabad). The rich material of Brandt, 
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collected during some expeditions between 1936 and 1938, was taken mainly in the Elburs Mts, in the 
provinces Khorassan, Fars, Laristan and Beloutschistan (PETERSEN, 1966). The British consul Wiltshire 
collected between 1940 and 1951 mainly in Fars and Beloutschistan (PETERSEN, 1964). Additional 
material was collected by Vartian on several trips from northern regions (mainly Tehran and Chalus) 
(PETERSEN, 1971). Between 1969 and 1974, a large amount of material was collected by the expeditions 
of Kasy (Vienna museum) and by the expeditions of Amsel and of Ebert & Falkner of the Karlsruhe 
museum from various regions of Iran (PETERSEN & GAEDIKE, 1984). The first author has examined 
recently a large quantity of material, collected by numerous colleagues, from many regions of Iran. The 
results of an expedition to North Iran by Austrian entomologists were published by GUTLEB & WIESER 
(2002).
